That oc- 
curred on -what is now the Flam- 
beau reservation, near Eau Claire, 
Wi*. After a time the bird's new 
owner aold him for $5. 


Then came the war. 
Among the 


first soldiers to respond were those 
•who later comprised Company C of 
Eau Claire. They were known at 
that time as the Eau Claire Rifles. 
Some one suggested that they buy 
the young eagle for a mascot. A 
contribution was taken and the 
bird purchased. They christened 
him Old Abe, in honor of Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Old Abe remained with the regi- 


ment until it was mustered out in 
1864. 
In September of that year 


Governor 
Lewis 
of Wisconsin 


formally accepted the eagle as a 
•tate charge, and quarters were as- 
signed him in the basement of the 
capitol building. It was in 1881 
that he died. Smoke from a burn- 
ing pile of paper carelessly started 
near his cage smothered the grand 
old bird. 


His carcass was stuffed and for 


years was in the rooms of the 
Wisconsin State Historical Society. 
From there it was removed to the 
Memorial G. A. R. room Ja t«ie 
capitol, and when fire destroyed 
that structure in the early part ot gj 
the last decade Old Abe s stuneo 
remains were burned.

Carbonic Acid Gas 
!As a Plant Nutrient

HE value of carbonic acid gas a* a 
plant nutrient has been the subject of 


'"•r!s!!*?r«M» ~e»nt Menhir*. Includiiic an 
interesting paper by H. Fischer, descrthing 
fcxperitnents In Germany. The author found 
tlwt the, development of both foliage aud 
flowers was stimulated by an excess of car- 
bonic add in the air, while the yield of 
tomatoes was doubled and that of cucum- 
bers increased 12.5 per cent by carbonic 
add- treatment. 


It-has.generally been held that .(£ per 


cent of carbon dioxide in the air is suf- 
ficient for plant growth, but Air. Fischer 
taints- that more than this can be utilized, 
provided there is ample light, and that ex- 
periments in this direction "might have 
valuable results. 


On the other hand. I. F. Kidd, an Eng- 


lish investigator, finds that an excess of 
carbon dioxide in the atmosphere retards 
or inhibits the .germination of seeds, but 
without injuring them. He suggests that 
the production of carbon dioxide in nature 
l>y the decay of vegetable matter may play 
a part analogous to that noted in his ex- 
periments.

Vlttorio Bennussl. professor of experi- 


mental psychology of the Imperial and 
Royal University of Gratz. has made some 
tests with the pneumograph. The instru- 
ment, which records the action- of the chest 
in respiration, was adjusted to a subject 
and connected vrlth a tube leading to a ro- 


tating cylinder on which a pointer traced 
•he record of each inplrarlou and expira- 
tiou. 


According to Professor Bennussl. when 


the person answered a question truthfully 
his pneumograph record was like that of 
normal breathing, in that the time of in- 
s-piratiou was slightly shorter than that of 
expiration. But when be answered falsely 
his respiration was modified in such a man- 
lier tl'at the expiration was shortened.

is more or less poisonous, but there are so 
few cases on record of its biting human 
being': that the danger from this sourc* 
may be said to be negligible. On the other 
hand, the centipede is a valuable destroyer 


of other and far nor* disagreeable vermin. 


According to a bulletin of the United 


Statea Department of Agriculture. It feeds 
on boos*, files, cockroaches, moths, bedbugs 
•nd. other men pests. It does not eat holes 
in blankets, curtain*, carpets or furniture. 


The centipede thrives In damp places,

lightened age. regard the ticking sound 


of a certain kind of beetle with terror, be- 
lieving that it "clicks the hour of death." 
The name "deadwatch" has been applied 
from time immemorial to the sound made 
by this small Insect as it burrow* in wood. 


The beetle in question is an Insect of the 


genus anobium. there being several vari- 
eties, to all of which the name cfeathwatch 
is popularly given, as well as to*,Jheir pe- 
culiar sound. The body of this fosect is 
firm, not more than one-fourth of an, inch 
long, its head is rounded, the thorax 
arched. It is said to make its sounds geaer- 
nlly in the night, but probably this idea has 
arisen from the fact that it is only In tie 
silence of the night that the slight sound 
becomes audible. 
- 


Anyone who has watched through the 


night hours by the bed of one who is dan- 
gerously 111 can readily understand how 
the faint tick, tick within the woodwork 
of the wall came to be regarded as a sonn<l 
of evil omen. In order to make this pe- 
culiar noise the Insect draws In the antenna 
and Intermediate legs, and, resting prin- 
ripally upon the median legs, strikes its 
head against its support by a sort of rock- 
ing motion. It Is by this noise that the 
male calls the female. 


The deathwatcb heetie has the invariable 


habit of Miming death when seized or 
disturbed. The simulation is so persistent 
that when immersed In water, or «r«n in 
sJcohol. the inject remains perfectly im- 


movable, and will allow itself to be burned 
alive rather than betray itself. The tick 
made bf the deathwatch resembles that 
made 6r tapplnc tie finger nail upon th? 
table—** innch so that the Insect may be 
led to recommence his sounds by doing tbi*.

I have never believed in political 
assassination as a means to an end, 
and least of all in assassinations of 
the dynastic order.

event. He asked me what I thought 
would happen next. 
It was with perfect sincerity that 
I said. "Nothing." and having a great 
repugnance to' consider murder as a 
factor of politics, I dismissed

subject. 
It fitted with my ethical 
sense that an act cruel and absurd 
should b< also U9?l«ss- I had also the 
vision of a crowd of shadowy arch-

jaunty cripple 1 allowed myself to be 
blinded by the gross obviousness ot 
the usual arguments. It bad been 
pointed out to me that these Eastern 
nations were not far removed from a. 
savage state. Their economics were 
yet at the stage of scratching tne 
earth and feeding pigs. The highly 
developed material civilization of Eu- 
rope could not allow Itseir to be dis- 
turbed by a. war. The industry and 
the finance could not allow them- 
selves to be disorganized by the am- 
bitions of an idle class or even the 
aspirations, whatever they might be, 
of the masses. 


Very plausible all this 
sounded. 


War does not pay. There had been 
a book written on that theme—an at- 
tempt to put pacificism on a. material 
basis. Nothing more solid In the way 
of argument could have been ad- 
vanced on this trading and manufac- 
turing globe. 
VTar was "bad busi- 
ness." This was final. 
In the preceding moath of Hay we 


had received an invitation to spend 
some weeks in Poland in a country 
house in the neighborhood ot Cra- 
cow but on the other side of the Rus- 
sian frontier. The enterprise at first 
seemed to me considerable.

How Uncle Sam Protects 


By DELIA 


fHERE are few places where science 
has penetrated with such efficient ef- 
fect as in the American, army. Dur- 


ing the last fifty years scientists have made 
the nations of the world realize the fact 
that it is as necessary to protect soldiers 
against disease and plague as it Is to give 
them efficient military training and to 
equip them with the right kind of ammuni- 
tion. 


Among all the diseases of camp and hos- 


pital none Is so feared as typhoid fever. 
Here the science of Investigation has again 
gained the victory by means of anti-typhoid 
inoculation. The Immense advance in 
camp sanitation and the great value of 
typhoid inoculation may be illustrated by 
comparing the experience of the maneuver 
division of regulars la Texas during its 
concentration from March until August. 
1911, with that of the second division. 
Seventh Army Corps, which was organized 
at Jacksonville, Fla, about June 1, 1S98, 
and 
remained there 
In camps until 


October. 
, 


The two divisions were encamped In 


nearly the same latitude and for about the 
same length of time. Each bad a good 
camp site and an artesian water supply of 
unimpeachable purity. The mean strength 
of the second division of the Seventh Army 
Corps, assembled at Jacksonville, Fia., was 
10,759. 


There were 2,693 certain and probable 


cases of typhoid, with 246 deaths from 
typhoid fever and 281 deaths from all dis- 
eases. 


The table showing for the organizations 


composing the maneuver division at San 
Antonio, Texas, the morbidity and mortal- 
ity from typhoid fever March 1C to July 10, 
1911, was as follows: 


The total number was 12,501; the cases 


of typhoid fever, certain and probable. 1; 
death from typhoid fever, none, and deaths 
from all diseases, 11. 


The health of military commands Is 


usually measured by the constantly nos- 
effective rate which represents the average 
number constantly sick in each thousand 
men. This was for the maneuver division 
22 per 1.000. The rate was 34 for all the 
troops in the United States for the year 
1910. 


The sanitary inspector usually deals di- 


rectly with the regimental sanitary officer 
and is accompanied by him'ou his Inspec- 
tions. The latter is held responsible for 
the sanitary conditions of his camp, aiid if 
sanitary defects are found he Is considf red 
to be at fault unless he can show that he 
has made proper efforts to hare them cor- 
rected. 


AH apparatus connected with the sani- 


tary system is of the simplest kind, so that 
It can be installed quickly by the troops. 
Storage of garbage and kitchen refuse is 


AUSTRIAN. 
forbidden. The last ten years has given a 
very extended experience to army veterina- 
rians, not only in the United States, but in 
tropical islands, and they have become fa- 
miliar with all known diseases of uni^a^ 
Many of the most serious ones have never 
been Introduced Into this country. These 
horses are often attacked by a disease 
called thrush and a sickness of the heels 
called "scratches." 


+ + + 


Some of the foremost sanitary results 


have been accomplished in Porto BIco and 
the Philippines.' This Is most noticeable 
In the regeneration of the old Spanish 
prison called Billbid in Manila. The mor- 
tality reached the abnormal proportion of 
238 per thousand. Through relief from 
overcrowding, improvel diet and proper 
sanitation it was reduced to 70 per thou- 
sand. By trying to combat other diseases 
caused by improper sanitation the death 
rate finally fell to 13 per thousand. 


The United States- took another im- 


portant step In this direction when Colonel 
W. C. Gorgas made Cuba and the Panama 
Canal Zone healthy and habitable places. 
Less than fifteen years ago Colonel Gorgas 
was an. Inconspicuous -unit In the sum total 
of a necessary but unnoticed department of 
the American army. He was a post sur- 
geon on the. plains of the West and the 
Southwest, attending soldiers in times of 
peace, together with the wivea and children 
of officers. He recognized the mosquito as 
the direct cause of malaria and yellow 
fever. He and his assistants determined 
to put an end to yellow fever and malaria 
by destroying the mosquito. After a series 
of experiments, remarkable alike in their 
inception and successful culmination, the 
yellow fever was run to covwc. 


,+ •*• + 


When Colonel Gorgas went to the Canal 


Zone he started his Important work by 
fighting the mosquitoes. He found a strip 
of country ten miles wide «nd forty-six 
miles long with a considerable settlement 
of houses between. He followed the method 
which had rid Havana of yellow fever, 
of a scourge that had been epidemic for 150 
years. He stopped the fever in sixteen 
months in the City of Panama alone Each 
house was fumigated three times. They 
burned 100 ton* of pyrethrum, 300 tons of 


" sulphur and a large quantity of other dis- 


infectants. 
•• 


While they fought the yellow fever mos- 


quito with chemicals and screens, they de- 
stroyed the breeding place of the malaria 
mosquito and drove Mm back several hun- 
dred yards from the camps and vifisss*. 
They put wire netting into the honses ana 
advised every one to take three grains ..of 
quinine a day. Through the efforts of 
Colonel Gorgas and his assistants the Canal 
Zone has practically been rid of yellow 
fever and malaria.

History of the Submarine. 


The submarine: What is it? Who Invented 


It? What has been the history of Us evolution? 


There are few in the civilized world today 


who cannot answer the first question. The ma- 
jority could do so before the present great con- 
flict. Those who could not learned the answer 
when the Abouklr, the Hogne and the Cressy, 
cruisers of Great Britain, were plunged to their 
doom in the North Sea. They learned that from 
the steel bowels of an invisible craft were hurled 
the fishlike weapons that burled themselves in 
the armored vitals of the enemy. 


But In whose fertile mind originated the first 


practical submarine? How speedily did the na- 
tions progress In Improving on this first "water 
bng"? These questions, perhaps, cannot be an- 
swered so readily. It is a general impression in 
America that tbe submarine boat and its deadly 
companion, the torpedo, were bem of twentieth 
century genius. But nothing could be further 
from the truth- 


Submarine navigation, so far as recorded in 


history, was conceived during the famous siege of

invasion of England. The first step in this 
direction was to do away with the English 
navy, which just then was blockading the 
French coast 


How Submarine BaSt by Robert Falton Looked When Ordered by Napoleon 
Bonaparte to Proceed Against the English Warships in the Harbor of Brest. 
Syracuse in 212 B. C- Trained- divers were 
employed, but they were unable to remain 
under water more than a few minutes. 
Centuries lapsed before we hear of anyone 
attanpUi* to build a boat that would be 
la-risible to an enemy. M. Delpeoch state* 
that some English saips.were destroyed in 
1372 by fire curried under water. In 1«30 
Cornelius van Drebble, a Dutch natural 
philosopher, worked along this Idea, con- 
structing several boats which he made 
water-tight by greased leather stretched 
met the hoi'. By 1727 no less than four- 
teen types o» submarines bad been pat- 
ented In England alone. 


It was left to a young American, David 


Bushneu, to invent the first practical sub- 
marine, which he did In 17T1. when a fresh- 
man at Tale. la principle it was essen- 
tially tbe same as the "water bugs" that 
prowl tbe seas today in search of prey. 
This may sound far-fetched, but It is a fact 
touched for several years ago by Com- 
mander Barber of the United States aavy, 
wbo carefully examined Bashnell's plans. 


"It seems to have been the most perfect 


thing of its kind," said the commander, 
"that has ever been constructed before or 
since the time of Bushnell." To which was 
added tbe praise of John P. Holland, an- 
other American, whose brain helped to 
make tbe submarine an effective agent in 
war. Mr. Holland «ald that Bashnell's 
craft could give a good account of itself 
even In the highly developed science of 
present-day conflict. 


And as if this were not enough, Sir Wil- 


liam White, tbe noted constructor of the 
British navy, said as recently as 1905: "It 
cannot be claimed that any new principle 
of design has been discovered or applied 
since Bnshnell. He showed the way to all 
bis successors in tbe particulars of buoy- 
ancy, stability and control of the depth 
reached by submarines. Although alter- 
native methods have been introduced and 
practically tested, in the ea«I BiisiaelTs 
plans have in substance been found,the 
best" 


Not only did Busbnell Invent the sub- 


marine boat but the submarine mine as 
well- His professors langhted at his con- 


The thoughts cf some patriots turned to 


David Bushnell and his submarine mine. 
Granting that It was a wonderful inven- 
tion, how, they asked, could it be placed 
under a ship? Bushnell readily gave them 
an answer: By means of'a submarine 
boat He had invented just such a craft 
for just such a purpose. 


As Speed? a* a Turtle. 


Were one to see Busbnell's Turtle, the 


name bestowed on his queer-looking boat, 
alongside a modern -water bug" belonging 
to the powers, scarcely any resemblance 
would be noted. Instead of the wkalelike 
lines that characterise these Utter-day sea 
fighters, BnshnelTs submarine was shaped 
something like a "round clam," its longest 
distance being placed vertically. This so 
as to accommodate a single operator in sit- 
ting posture. 
— 


The Turtle was submerged by letting 


water into a tank, and raised by allowing 
the water to drain from this same reser- 
voir. The motive nower was furnished by 
a wooden propeller placed in front, which 
the operator turned by means of a crank. 
It gave the boat a maximum speed of two 
miles an hour. 


Foxfire wood, which emitted a phos- 


phoresced light and at tbe same tune did 
not exhaust any of the oxygen so precious 
to the operator, was the means of illumina- 
tion. A" ordinary rudder steered tbe ves- 
sel. Bushnell provided an air chamber in 
which the operator could remain for half 
an hour, and practical methods for gaug- 
ing the depth and retaining the stability 
of his craft 


Bushnell completed his stadies at Tale 


io 1773, Sst pre'lOTis to that year the 
Turtle bad made several successful voy- 
ages. One of the patriots. Israel Putnam, 
learning of this, sent for BnshneU and his 
submarine boat Aftef a brief conference, 
during which the young Inventor explained 


become acquainted with the mechanism of 
the Turtle. 


The failure to sink the British man-o'- 


war may be partly explained by this fact 
Technically, say submarine experts, there 
was no reason why the Turtle should not 
have sent the Eagle to its doom. 


Ezra Lee propelled the submarine t.o 


where the British flagship lay off Staten 
Island. Submerging the Turtle, he came 
up under the stern of the enemy. The 
submarine carried- a single torpedo, held 
in place by a cable with a screw. Bush- 
r»:i had made it possible for whoever navi- 
gated his boat to detach this screw and 
fasten It in the hull of the ship to be de- 
stroyed. Having done this, the Turtle was • 
to leave. Within the torpedo was a time 
clock set for thirty minutes. After that 
•time the explosion was due to occur. 


The Greatest Problem. 


But a problem confronted Ezra Lee. At 


the point under tbe hull of the Eagle where 
he had planned to place the torpedo a 
sheath of copper prevented him from screw- 
Ing on his weapon of destruction. Though 
Lee did bis best to overcome this difficulty, 
be worked in Tain. As the light of morn- 
ing began to filter through murky clouds 
he backed away, leaving bis torpedo afloat 
Thirty minutes later this exploded, sending 
huge columns ot water high in the air not 
far from the Eagle. 


It was a great disappointment to Bnsh- 


nell's friends, who had forecast a com- 
plete success for the experiment The 
name of tbe Turtle became a name to be 
laughed at and ridiculed. Bushneli, dis- 
couraged and sick at heart, the result of 
years of bard work vanished in a day, 
disappeared from bis ol<T%aunts. 


A quarter of a century elapsed before 


we again bear of the submarine being 
taken at all serion^'y. Napoleon Bonaparte, 
with practically all the powers leagued 
against him, had one great ambition—an 


Robert Fnlton Appears. 


One day, in the midst of his delibera- 


tions as to how he could land an army on 
the shores of England, Napoleon received a 
letter from Bobert Fulton, who then was in 
Paris. "The sea which separates you from 
your enemy," it read, "gives him an im- 
mense advantage over you. I have it in 
my power to cause this obstacle which pro- 
tects him to disappear."- 


Napoleon thought there might be some- 


thing in the opinions of Fulton, so accord- 
ingly he appointed a commission to investi- 
gate. Several demonstrations of Fulton's 
boat were given in the harbor of Brest His 
craft, though a development of BushnelTs 
idea, showed a considerable Improvement 
over that of the latter. It resembled an 
ordinary sloop. Its motive power being fur- 
nished by a jib and a salL These were re- 
moved and laid lengthwise on the deck 
just before the boat descended. 


The experiments of Fultou were suc- 


cessful. 
With 
three 
companions he 


sailed his craft 500 feet while twenty- 
five feet beneath thejjurface of the water. 
On one occasion the four men remained 
below four hours. A shallop placed at 
their disposal by tbe French admiralty 
was a mass of debris, after the submarine 
had attacked ber. Napoleon, impressed 
with the action of Fulton's boat, ordered 
him to set sail against the British fleet, 
just off Brest. 


But the English in some way had been 


forewarned. They realized then, as naval 
experts realize now, that one defease 
against the submarine—and perhaps tbe 
best defense—is to rna away. And run 
away they did. The ships of Britain ab- 
sented themselves 
from tbe coast of

Prance, and though Fulton watched and 
waited, he received no opportunity to 
prove the value of hts invention. 


Napoleon, angry, heaped coals of fire 


on the bead of Fulton and dismissed him 
from the service. That he committed a 
grievous errofr—that he threw away his 
only chance of crushing England and sav- 
ing his empire—has always been the as- 
sertion of French naval historians. 


Entliah Appreciated Its Worth. ' 
But if France did not appreciate the 


worth of Fulton's invention England did. 
Even while the American was carrying on 
his experiments in the harbor of Brest 
they had invited him to London. In fact, 
several attempts were made to entice him. 
On the rejection of his plans by Napoleon 
Fulton forthwith made the trip across the 
channel, where William Pitt received him 
with open Irms. 


"If your boat is Introduced into prac- 


tice," said the prime minister, after ex- 
amining' Fulton's plans, "It itfll annihilate 
all military marines." 


When Fulton entered Deal Harbor In 


his submarine and blew up a Danish brig 
of 200 tons Pitt was more confident than 
ever. He sent Fulton to Lord 8t Vin- 
cent, the first lord of the admiralty, which 
angered that gentleman. 


"What a fool Pitt. l»r he thundered. 


"Why does he encourage a kind of war- 
fare which In useless to those who are 
masters of tbe Sea, and which, if it suc- 
ceeds, will deprive them of this su- 
premacy?" 


Pitt knew this without being reminded 


of it by Lord St Vincent So did other 
officials of the government Their Inten- 
tioc was not to develop the submarine bnt 
to suppress It They did not want it to 
fall into the hands of the enemy. Accord- 
ingly, they offered Fulton a fortune to for- 
get about his Invention and return to 
America. In a letter to Lord GranvlKe 
Fultou waxed indignant "Not for £20.000 
a year," b* wrote, "would I do what you 
suggest" 


Fulton returned to America, having 


been turned flown by England and France, 
and ceased experimenting with tbe sub- 
marine, turning his ftnins upon bis steam- 
boat 


Retmrn of Submarine. 
r 


It was at Kiel, in 1830, that the sub- 


marine again came Into prominence. A 
man named Bauer built a craft which he 
called the "Ploogeur-Marin," but on a 
trial trip It was crushed by water pres- 
sure.* In 1863 McCllntock and Howgata 
constructed a semi-submarine hand-pro- 
pelled boat for the purpose of an attack on 
*tbe federal fleet, but it sank four times, 


each time drowning the entire crew of 
eight men. 


The "Whale," now on exhibition In the 


. Brooklyn navy yard, was built In 1864, 
and, by strange coincidence, ofie of her 
constructors bore the same name as tSt 
first Inventor of a submarine—BushnelL 
His full name was C. S. BtistmelL la 
conjunction with Augustus Rice h* built 
th<? boat at Halstead, N. J. She is about 
twenty-nine feet long and has a depth •* 
nine feet Her sides are made of twettw 
inch bolter plate.

After all 
the nails hare been polished carefully, dtp the fingers 
In warm, soap? water and scrub vigorously with a 
stiff nail brash. Wipe dry. Put a small quantity of 
the polishing powder in the palm of your hand and 
rub the nails at least fifty times with It; this gives 
the celebrated hard polish of which the French women 
are so fond. The hand Is again dipped In the warm 
water and every particle of the rouge and powder 
scrubbed from the anger nails and cuticle. The nails 
are lastly rubbed briskly across the palms of the 
hands and the manicuring is finished. 


The whole process should not take longer Quta 


twenty minutes. A complete manicuring should be 
g-iren one* a week and the nails given a light pol- 
isiins, about Sv« ~.Iaat«a. before retiring each night. 


Plnmrmes*. shapeliness, and flexibility of the hands 


can be greatly Increased by massaging with a -little 
pare olive oiL The movements are downward toward 
the finger tips, with Immediate light strokes, gen- 
tie palls, and pinches across the back of the hand. 
with a few delicate upward strokes toward the 8n!sa. 
Ibe palm should also be massaged toward th* angers 
in tlie same manner. 


For enlarged finger Joints, massaging Is especially 


helpfuL 
When the enlargement i* due primarily to 


a person's former or present occupation, regular mas- 
saging of the adjacent tissue and gentle manipulation 
of the joints themselves are most effective. 
If the 


ctlef enlargement is that of th« first joint of th* 


thumb, hold out your hand as straight as possible 
with the thumb close to the forefinger or slightly 
earring under It. With your third and fourth fingers 
In th« palm, press upward and outward toward the 
Joint and with your thumb softly push the llesh on 
the back of the hand between the thumb and knuckle 
of the forefinger. 
Always be gentle In manipulating 


any Joint; twenty or thirty pushes the first time are 
enough—never have tbe treatment last over half an 
hour. If the enlargement Is due to chalky deposits 
it Is apt to be painful and the person extremely nerv- 
oas. These cases should receive medical attention, 
tut "at the same time the scientific massaging should 
be kept up.

Queer Trade De- 


scribed 


Birch wood is preferred. The birch 


is first sawed into sticks four or five 
feet lonz 
and 
seven-eighths of an 


inch to three inches square. accord- 
Ing to the size of the spool to be pro- 
duced. The** sticks are thoroughly 
seasoned. They are sawed into short 
blocks, and ths 
blocks are dried 


in a hot-air kiln. At the time they 
are sawed a hole is bored through 
them. 
One whin of the little block 


against sharp knives, shaped hy a 
pattern, make* th« ppool? at the rat* 
of one a second. 


A small boy feeds the spool ma-

"TTell. tie preseut luuve is lor the 
direct importation of tbe raw mate- 
rials into the United States, probably 
through Pacific Coast ports, reuning 
it and smelting it here, and then ex- 
porting it to the markets of the 
world- Steps are now being taken 
to make this possible. This will mean 
. an annual addition of at least $100,- 
f 100,000 to the business of the United 
' States. The imports would amount to 
at least 150,000.000, and the exporta- 
tion of the finished product would 
add a like sum to it. 
"That is only one instance of th« 
possibilities of foreign trade, -which 
American manufacturers have here- 
tofore shamefully neglected.

This Is the story of Heloderma 
Suspectum. 
That it is possible 
thus to dignify and designate 
him by his proper titte is due to 
the scientific erudition of one 
Ben F. Woolner, city attorney of 
O a k l a n d . Woolner has also 
signed, subscribed and sworn to 
a statement that H e 1 o d erma 
S u s p e c turn is a first blocd 
cousin to Heloderma Horridum. 
They were gathered round in 


friendly converse at the Xile- 


Athenian Club the other night 
w h e n this learned discussion 
took place. They did not know 
they were talking about the Hel- 
oderma family at first, but only 
about the famous Gila monster 
of Arizona. It was Woolner who 
gave the 
monster his proper 
.«m..3 M^LT^IC. 


"A Gila monster is not venom- 
ous," 
opined 
Walter 
Manuel, 


president of the Board of Park 
Directors. "The idea that he is 
venomous is only a popular su- 
perstition. I knew a fellow out 
in the desert, a prospector, who 
made a pet of one once. Called 
her Jenny. The monster used to 
follow him about and eat ouf of 
his hand." 


"You're mistaken about that." 
said Fred Reed, of "Build on 
Broadway" fame. "Your friend's 
pet must have been a horntoad. 
The Gila monster Is really dead- 
ly poison. 
But It is his breath 
that brings death. He has a pro- 
truberant breath, and if you get 
close enough and inhale it, it 
poisons you and you die. Just like 
cyanide of potassium or ferrocy- 
anide. you know." 


Reed appeared to know, but 
his contribution was not allowed 
to go unchallenged. Joseph Pheby 
offered his quota, as follows: 


"You 
are all mistaken about 
the Gila monster. I knew a. man 
i 10 died from being bitten by 
one. 


"This reptile Is peculiar. H« 
has grooved teetH. but the poison 
sack is concealed in the lower 
jaw. 


"The reason for all this dis- 
cussion is that sometimes a Gila 
Is poisonous and sometimes he Is, 
not. It's because the poison is 
In the. lower jaw, and won't run 
up the tooth. So the Gila has to 
turn over after he has got his 
teeth fixed, and let the poison 
drip out of the sack into th* 
wound. 


"The secret of handling Gila 
monsters Is not to let them turn 
over. They can bite you all day 
right side up. But just let one 
turn over and let the poison start 
running and you're done for. One 
drop is enough to kill a man. 
And there is no known cure." 
"I have heard," ventured Wal- 
ter Reed, "that it's an exudation 
from the Gila monster's warts 
that is poisonous. He has ex- 
tremely decorative pink or red 
warts and also black ones. If you 
handle these and get the slime 
into a. cut. then you die." 


"Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, the great 
authority on the rest cure, says 
they're 
poisonous," commented 
A. J. Mervy-

He 
was not altogether happy nt home and 
came to California. He failed to get 
work when and where he wanted it, 
grew morose and concluded that des- 
tiny had picked him out to persecute. 
The army put him on his feet in San 
Jose, and when I last saw him there 
Henderson thought life worth Ihing. 
Much to my surprise on AVednesday. 
the nineteenth of this month, Hender- 
son called on me here In Oakland. 
To my surprise he was intoxicated and 
I learned he was a periodical drinker. 
However, we partly sobered him up, 
sent him to San Francisco for his 
trunk and tools and began to hunt up 
a job for him. On Thursday, the 
twenty-first, Henderson 
disappeared 


and we hare seen or heard nothing 
of or-from him-' The cook, here at 
the home, tells me Henderson wa> 
very despondent when he left and be- 
lieves as I do that the carpenter has 
made away with himself. 
I have 
stored his trunk- and tool* and will 
continue to seek the missing man. 
Henderson was about sixty years old, 
sandy complexion, smooth face, five 
fest ten inches in height and weighed, 
I should Judge, about 160 pounds. He 
•wore a dark suit, well made and kept 
He is a good talker and was born in 
Scotland." 


BEST OF PKE VKSTATIVES. 


Adjutant Helnslnger is not alone in 
his belief that disclosure and discus- 
sion prevent suicide. Authorities who 
have investigated the subject consider 
It one of the best preventatlves afld 
among these Is George Kennan, who 
has contributed to the 
public press 


much literature of a valuable nature 
on the subject. Kennan also believes 
that occupation, active ocupation, is 
also a preventatlve in the cases of 
persons who are 
not really Insane. 
There are two other powerful deter- 
rents to suicide, war and great cat- 
•strophies. Statistics gathered by Mr. 
Kennan show that the increase in 
suicide during «. war is very marked. 
During our war with Spain in 1898, 
the number of suicides In the United 
States Instead of Increasing, as it an- 
nually had been doing for a period of 
ten years, decreased. The total num- 
ber of suicides fell from 6600 to 5920. 
During the war In the Philippines the 
number was decreased by $80 cases, 
but after the close of the war the 
number rapidly increased until within 
only two years 1905 cases had been 
added to it The decrease In the sui- 
cide date during the war was nearly 
16 per cent and the increase after 
the war about 23 per cent. 
Great calamities are deterrents. Be- 


fore the earthquake and fire in San 
Francisco in 1906. the suicides in that 
city Averaged twelve a week. 
After 


the earthquake there were only three 
suicides in two months. 
It Is also a mistake to suppose that 
the bleak wintry months are 
the 


favorite ones to the suicide. He pre- 
fers the most attractive months of the 
year. May and June in which to cut 
the band that binds him to earth. In 
this respect both men and -women 
suicides agree- The proportion of men 
and women suicides Is as five to two. 


Kennan says calamities check sui- 
cide because the despondent man or 
woman realizes that he or she is not 
alone in misery. It is also said the 
suicide selects a bright, sunny day in 
the month of love and brides to kill 
>ecaug« the power above is then more 
jeneficent and hence more likely to 
be merciful.

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Legal Nuances Are 


PITFALL FOR 


Law and Its Minions 


AX FRANCISCO, -May 29.—A 
strange provision in the pub- 
lic utilities act is the cause of 
no little embarrassment to 
both the State Railroad Com- 
mission and to the service 
corporations. 
This provision 


lays down the law that a 
franchise has no value ami 
therefore cannot "be used a<= ;• 
basis for capitalization. This 
enactment is the off spring of 


a blind desire to cinch the corporations, but, in fact, 
you might as well enact that in the eye of the law 
black shall be considered white. 


Perhaps the most flagrant example of the trouble 


iue to this provision relates to the valuation of the - 
300-acre strip on the bay front granted by the city 
Df Oakland to the Key Route Company for the pur- 
aose of building a mole with docks and manufac- 
ruring sites. It is a fifty-year grant and the ques- 
tion arises whether it is a franchise or a lease of 
real estate. 


Mayor Mott in an elaborate brief argued that the 


grant is a franchise and the commission's engineers 
acting apparently on that conception of the law- 
have assigned a nominal value to the property. On 
the other hand, the company's engineers and ap- 
praisers have listed this property at upwards of 
$3,000,000 and there is no doubt it would bring 
something like that sum in prosperous times and its 
use for docks and other industrial purposes would 
pay interest on that sum. Yet if it is a franchise, 
it has no value in the eye of the law. 


The other day Charles S. Wheeler, supposed to 


be appearing of counsel for Rudolph Spreckels, 
spent several hours arguing and cross-firing with 
Engineer Cory trying to convince him that he was 
mistaken when he assigned a value of $600,000 to 
the franchise of the Peoples Water Company. 
. Wheeler contended that the franchise was a right 
so intangible as to be Incapable of concrete valua- 
tion. Cory contended that the right to lay pipes in 
the public streets was a thing of considerable value. 


The franchises of the United Railroads in this 


city are or were worth $20,000,000. They are worth 
less than that sum now by reason of competition 
by the municipal railway and the jitney buses, but 
undoubtedly they are still worth a great sum and 
would be a perfectly safe basis for a reasonable 
capitalization. The fact that they have been made 
the basis for an enormous inflation of capital does 
not affect the other fact that they have actual 
value, although the law denies that obvious value. 


Other provisions of law enact that franchises for 


street railways shall be put up at public auction for 
sale to the highest bidder. Still other provisions of 
kw lay down that the granters of a right to use 
the public street shall pay an annual rent propor- 
tioned on the gross earnings as the condition of the 
franchise. The purchasers and granters are paying 
for a right which the law declares has no value. If 
the State believed its own declaration it would be 
engaged in a bunko game. 


Of course the commissioners, being clear-headed 


men, understand these matters fully, but it is not 
good official form to speak disrespectfully of the 
law, and so they dodge and twist in an amusing 
way and avoiding the barbed wire entanglement of 
the law—the law of' their being—they have like 
some of their distinguished predecessors on the 
bench built up a greasy something which they call 
"equity," being a way to excuse whipping the devil 
of law around the stump. It may be said of them 
that they strive to please. 


Obeying the law in this regard the commission 


this week upholds Mayor Mott's contention that the 
grant from the city of Oakland to the Key Route 
Company is a franchise and not a lease of real es- 
tate. The necessary corollary from that conclusion 
is that the value of this property, appraised by the 
company at $3,100,000, is put at $475,582 by the 
commission. The ruling seems to invite further 
litigation on appeal to determine principles and 
methods cf valuation. 


The whole subject of value and its definition is so 


vague and indeterminate that it lends itself easily 
to confusion of thought. Economists and the courts- 
have been trying for more than a century to define 
the elements of value, but they have so far only 
succeeded in making confusion worse confounded, 
and when tttr legislators take a hand, as in the 
present instance, it looks like a piece out of. bedlam. 


Now if you ask a commissioner to explain why a 


franchise has no value he -will probably tell you 
that, although It may have some present indeter- 
minate value, yet that value may be wiped out any 
moment by competition or the reduction of rates 
for service. This is true, but it only affects future 
values. 
The Embattled Pot-Boilers

If this is true, it makes nonsense of the whole 
process.

The Nude in Art 


To be sure the customary controversy over the 


nude in art rages in connection with the statuary 
and pictures on exhibition, but Mrs. Elizabeth B. 
Grannis of New York, president of the National 
Christian League for the Promotion of Purity, of- 
ficially gives a dubious sort of certificate of indif- 
fereet moral character and says that in her opinion 
there is not at the fair one specimen more objec- 
tionable than was on exhibition in most galleries in 
Europe or had been exposed to public view at every 
large fair since the Philadelphia exposition of 1876. 


Presumably we must be content with this grudg- 


ing concession and we shall not be compelled to put 
petticoats on Venus or trousers on the Apollo Bel- 
vedere. 
An Irrepressible Conflict 


The irrepressible conflict over the water supply 


is already revived with the sort of cold rage char- 
acteristic of the process of mixing politics with 
business. It is Rudolph Spreckels who is responsi- 
ble for the recrudescence of the controversy. It is 
a cold day when Spreckels cannot start something. 
Already the newspapers are beginning to "run bristly 
editorials disguised as news of the anonymous, "it 
is pointed out" class. The controversy turns most- 
ly on Spreckels' plan to sell the Hetch Hetchy 
bonds by Trfuch he proposes to disguise the bonus 
that must be paid to buyers in the shape of an ap- 
parently inoffensive 4^4 per cent rate of interest. 
I would not seek to impugn the sincerity of Spreck- 
els' desire to help the city out of a tight place, but 
the accountant sharps who have examined the plan 
say it would cost the city the equivalent of a bonus 
of $2,900,000, and that it would add 44 cents on the 
$100 to our taxes in 1920. With regard to the lat- 
ter feature, we may make certain of a steadily in- 
creasing rate of taxation for years to come. 


Then Supervisor Billy McCarthy, who loves the 


limelight and is accused of wearing yellow kid 
gloves on occasion, threatens to apply for a receiver 
for the Spring Valley Water Company if the corpo- 
ration persists in refusing to extend its mains. Mc- 
Carthy would like to be mayor and it has always 
been considered good politics to roast Spring Valley. 


All this might serve chiefly to amuse if it were 


not that the fury of the contending controversial- 
ists holds the city to an impasse that it seems hope- 
less to break on the vital question of a water sup- 
ply- 
A Wooden Adviser 


On the corner of Van Ness avenue and Market 


street stands a sign board put there by the State 
Automobile Association.

trespassers would be prosecuted. Now these threat^ 
ing boards presented a most inviting target for the 
city sportsman with the result that in a week they 
were all shot to pieces. Did he prosecute? Not in 
a thousand years. 
At War With Society 


It is a rare day -when a member of the Gray 


family is not defying the city. There is only one 
of the brothers left now and the other was mur- 
dered by a laborer who was triumphantly acquitted 
by an enthusiastic jury. It seems as if the family 
had been engaged in a lif e-long war with society and 
the municipality. They destroyed whole neighbor- 
hoods by their blasting operations and have con- 
stantly defied the municipal legislation designed to 
keep them in bounds. Court injunctions and war- 
rants did not seem to make any difference. The 
war has lasted for years and only last week Harry 
Gray was arrested for violation of the city blast- 
ing ordinance.

What Sbarboro Suggests 


The city is building a chain of well-paved boule- 


vards to connect with the state highway system to 
the end that motor car travel on the peninsula may 
be promoted and made comfortable. This is very 
well so far as it goes, but Andrea Sbarboro, the 
Swiss-Italian banker, who is a man of ideas, sug- 
gests that, we are neglecting a great opportunity 
and the money — $1,000,000 — would be far more 
wisely expended in the construction of a scenic 
road beginning at Fort point and following the 
shores of the Golden Gate out by the heads to con- 
nect finally with the boulevard running south from 
the Cliff House. Constructed along the outer edge 
of these bold headlands overlooking the Pacific 
ocean it would, as Mr. Sbarboro says, "constitute 
the most picturesque sea drive in the world." 
A Litigious Accompaniment 


The opening of the Twin Peaks tunnel will bring 


the ocean boulevard system within easy and con- 
venient access and the work on this bore is proceed- 
ing with energy to the accompaniment of a crop of 
lawsuits designed to stop it altogether. It is an 
expensive proposition for the property holders in 
the assessment district and one of these who was 
taxed $60,000 for his share of the undertaking was 
recently defeated in the suit which he had insti- 
tuted to put an end to the project. 


The other day that unlucky corporation, the 


United Railroads, brought suit to recover taxes 
paid by it under the tunnel assessment alleging 
seventeen different reasons why the work is not a 
public necessity. But in spite of all these obstruc- 
tions the work proceeds steadily, and it is by no 
means impossible that by the time the bore is com- 
pleted the lawsuits will be still running. If in fine 
it should be decided that the work was illegally 
done or the taxes collected without warrant an em- 
barrassing situation might arise, but nobody would 
suggest that the tunnel be filled up. 


One reason in particular urged by former liti- 


gants in this connection was studiously ignored in 
the complaint filed by the United Railroads. This 
reason propounded by private litigants was that no 
one would profit by the tunnel but the United Rail- 
roads. This allegation is not altogether true, but 
it makes a plausible show of truth. The fact is 
that the United Railroads occupies so strong a 
strategic position in regard to the approaches of 
the tunnel thai the municipal railway system ap- 
pears to be shut off from use of the bore or access 
thereto. 


This is an unfortunate situation, as the United 


Railroads i? not in a position to make extensions 
and in any case does not want a franchise granted 
under the highly exacting condition? and limitation? 
imposed by the city charter. The result is likely 
to be a prolonged period of wrangling and jo_ckey- 
ing as between the corporation and the politicians

They will 
bear watching at every turn. 
Burying' Granite 


For the purposes of construction on the new civic 


center the Board of Works found a most convenient 
quarry of first-class granite right on the spot in the 
ruins of the city hall destroyed by the big fire. They 
bragged a good deal about this obvious piece of 
economy until finally they had, as they believed, 
used all the granite needed for the civic center build- 
ings, and still there was a surplus left over of valu- 
able granite. In fact, it was in the way. 


Then the board had a happy thought. They would 


bury the superfluous stone and right away they 
proceeded to do so. Then somebody discovered that 
the granite had been buried at the intersection of 
two streets, running through the civic center and 
the stone obstructions would be given an inglorious 
resurrection when ttie time came for laying gas and 
water mains in that street. But it never appears 
to have occurred to the board that this valuable 
building stone might come in handy for future con- 
struction, so they put it where the dogs won't bark 
at it. 
Some Extravagant Management 
* 


The process of reorganization and liquidation of 


a number of lame corporations, mostly operating: in 
the Sacramento vallej' has now come to the stage 
where things are getting down to a stable basis 
and they no longer figure as a disturbing element. 
These companies were mostly owned and financed 
by San Francisco capital and some of them were 
characterized by wild speculation in land and ex- 
travagance in the management. 


"Take the case of the West Sacramento Land 


Company, which has now been restored to a sound 
basis and will pull out all right. The creditors em- ' 
ployed Allen Knight, a certified accountant to ex-. 
pert the books and report on the management. I 
quote some paragraphs from his report: 


"The expense bills of the offices appear to be 


noteworthy. That of H. W. Furlong amounted in 
about two and a half years to over $14,000, or over 
$500 a month. This is exclusive of the personal ac- 
count of $4000, which he still owes." 


Furlong was at one time general manager of the 


company, and was succeeded in that office by C. W. 
Jasper Jr., as to whose management th^ accountant 
writes: 


"C. W. Jasper's expenses in nine months amount- 


ed to '$1970, and includes $67.50 per month for one- 
half board and room at the Sacramento Hotel." 


Knight has no word of praise for Jasper's moder- 


ation in charging for only one-half board and lodg- 
ing, but he adverts to the fact that Jasper was also 
treasurer and a director of Haviland, Dozier & Tib- 
bits, an incorporated firm of engineers and con- 
tractors, who have been doing the reclamation work 
for the West Sacramento Company. Moreover, U. 
S. Bronte, chief engineer for the company, is, or 
was, a director of the contracting firm. With the 
general manager and the chief engineer of lh-2 \Vest 
Sacramento Company on the board of the contract- 
ing company, it is easy to understand that bills for 
work were readily approved. 


Now all this sort of thing has been stopped. The 


debt of the company has been materially .reduced 
by the exchange of company lands for bonds of the 
corporation and with the help of an assessment on 
the stock the concern is put on a sound basis. 
With San Francisco Honey 


They say capital is timid. It is not true. Capital 


is all the time taking long chances and that is the 
necessity of its being because when hoarded it eats 
its own head off. A whole lot of good San Fran- 
cisco money has been lost first and" last in these 
Sacramento Valley land schemes. Patrick Calhoun 
sunk a cold million in the Solano farms. The Sloss 
family lost a fortune in financing the West Sacra- 
mento I^nd Company and other kindred enter- 
prises and yet capital is nowise discouraged and 
keeps on trying. The Great Western Power Com- 
pany has dug the great Feather river canal with 
San Francisco money and is ready to irrigate a 
great and fertile region in Butte county. Again 
the Utica Mining Company, from whose output the 
late Alvinza Hayward and Walter S. Hobart made 
fortunes, now proposes to go into partnership with 
the Oakdale irrigation district 
in 
San Joaquin 


county to work ou*- a joint plan fcr tha production 
of power and putting water on the lands. Rightly 
managed these enterprises promise great and last- 
ing profits.

Is to choose the available scripts from the great mass of material 
submitted to them for purchase. Such a reader must have the quali- 
fications necessary to distinguish which 
will and which will not lend Itself to pic- 
ture adaptation. 


1'roblein plays with an indefinite finish 


are never suitable for photoplays. Screen 
productions rhould stand out In bas relief 
with the clearness of a. finely carved cameo. 
Clearness of action with no confusing 
scenes or unexplainable situations are ab- 
solutely essential in getting "your story 
over." 


The Questionable 
Kind. 


I have yet to see the photoplay that 


ends In an uncertainty that has ever be- 
come a iwimlar favorite. 


Keep in mind in writing your photo- 


plays that an unhappy ending leaves an 
unpleasant taste In the mouths of the au- 
dience. For that reason they are seldom desirable. Most of the 
companies prefer stories that end In the approved manner. The 
average "movie" audience would much rather have the heroine and 
her lover live happily ever after. The tragic story with Its harrow- 
Ing scenes appeals only to the few who are morbidly inclined. Avoid 
all grewsome subjects. 


Sometimes from an artistic viewpoint >you are sacrificing your 


story by tacking on to it a conventional, happy ending that by no 
means belongs to it- When yon feel this Is true, and that you ar* 
spoiling your story, do not stretch a point just to make your audience 
satisfied. You are the author and to you belongs the privilege of . 
selecting your own ending. 


But whenever possible give your story an opportunity to carry a 


pleasant entertainment with it 
"Laugh and the world laughs with 


yon" Is one of the most popular bits of sentiment erer -written. 


Sympathy is the keynote of the genuinely cuccmaful photoplay. 


Establish the sympathy of your audience for your leading character. 
Throw to him the'interest so that he can receive the popular ap- 
proval. Make your villain wear the black robe* as often as is con- 
sistent so that hi* character may be Tmmlrtakable. 


Construct your story so that In the gradual development of the 


plot both the hero and the villain are recognized. The old-time novel 
hero is dead, but the new, refined gentleman Is Just as dangerous 
and .1 great deal more plausible. 


Bring In Heart Interest. 


Bring into your photoplay whenever yon see a fit opportunity a 


bit of human interest An appeal that touches the heart and is 
realistic & much more entertaining than toe wildly Improbable tale. 


If yon can write a story that will bring a 'quick rush of tears 


and make those who see It choke with emotion yon are on the way 
to become a successful photoplaywrlght Work out your plot with 
such delicacy of feeling that It can only be described as the music 
that comes from a carefully tuned musical instrument 


Psychological plays, stories of occult science or religious discus- 


sions are seldom screenable- Unless the master hand is present to 
make them adaptable it requires skill and knowledge to take a com- 
plex story and treat it in a manner that will make a satisfactory 
photoplay. 


So, dear pupils, tmttl we hare passed beyond the amateur stag* 


let VM be content with the simpler methods. 


If yon wish to write a simple little talc 


that contains more of a heart Interest than 
a plot often tLe introduction of a child 
will help your scenario. The VUagrapa 
"Sonny Jim" series are aerer rich in plot, 
but the conning Bobby Connelly, who Is 
Sonny Jim, makes the stories popular. 


Hitch your wagon to a star, but in doing 


so never for a moment lose track of the im- 
portance of the humbler things In life.

for an emergency. Ths Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce is doing what it can to help the business man 
in much the same way that the Department of Agricul- 
ture assists the farmer. The bureau, in promoting for- 
eign trade, makes use of the following sources of in- 
formation : 


American consuls in foreign countries. 
Commercial attaches of the Department of Commerce, 


and 


Commercial and special agents of the Department of 


Commerce. 


The commercial attaches of the bureau have only re- 


' centhr been appointed, though the establishment of such 


agencies has been urged for twenty years. They are to 
be the'business diplomats of the United States. It is not 
intended that they shall be tied down to routine and 
made responsible for the transmission of reports on 
every available subject and be constantly importuned by 
hundreds of American tourists, business men and ex- 
patriated citizens, nor is it expected that the commercial 
attaches will in any way displace the American consuls. 
. jRather, the commercial attaches are the representatives- 
-at-large of the commercial interests of the United States, 
and it is their business to report not only on such spc-

THE POSITION OF HOLLAND. 


The experience of Holland as it relates to present 


conditions bears testimony to the sufferings which 
may befall a country which, though itself at peace, 
is involved in the complications of war. Holland is lit- 
erally pent up amidst the warring nations and in many 
ways is suffering grievously. The finance, the industry, 
the trade of Holland stand closely related to Belgium. 
Yet so close is the guardianship of her victors over 
Belgium that it is practically impossible for a Hollander 
to enter that country or hold any correspondence with 


No passport, however attested, will give a citizen 


of Holland the privilege of visiting Antwerp or Brus- 
sels. 
Even the food which Holland exports to the 


famishing North Belgians has to be thrown over the 
frontier line, as the bearers are not allowed to cross 
and to see that what they give reaches its destination. 


Then there are grievances in connection with the ship- 


ping of Holland. It has suffered terribly in the con- 
fusion of the past year.. Dutch ships are sunk by float- 
ing mines and are torpedoed in the open sea. Fishing 
smacks are taken to Hamburg and their catch sold there. 
The crews of Dutch vessels, on one pretext or another, 
are detained for weeks and even months under military 
custody in the German and Belgian ports. Another 
grievance under which Holland suffers is the stoppage 
of the mails. There is practically no communication 
between .Holland and her neighboring cities of Belgium. 
English mails are oftentimes delayed many days. All 
the telegraphic and other news which comes into the 
country is censored so that the Hollanders know less 
about what is going en in relation to the vrar than peo- 
ples thousands of miles away on the other side of the 
globe. All this has thrown every phase of Holland life into 
confusion. 
Every kind of business is hopelessly dis- 


organized. Industry is more than half paralyzed and 
foreign commerce has for the time at least been abso- 
lutely destroyed. 


In the midst of these hardships there is the neces- 


sity to protect the neutrality of the country, of sustain- 
ing the military service on a war basis. Some two 
hundred thousand men are actually in barracks, ready 
at a moment's notice to repel invasion, and another equal 
number are tinder waiting orders. Barring the suffer- 
ings of actual war, conditions in Holland are today as 
serious as that of the countries in conflict. •

The sale of 25.000 tons of stee! rails 


to the Russian government is announced. 
It Is understood that the United States 
Steel Corporation has received the con- 
tract.

The existence of two concrete buildings, 


the Masonic Temple and .another across 
the street, is all that saved the large 
wooden commissary building of the Pan- 
ama Canal with its million-dollar stock 
from going up In smoke. These struc- 
tures effectually stopped the flames. It 
was a concrete church which kept the 
flames from reaching the negro district 
in the canal town of Cristobal. 


The real estate property loss, accord-

City" you, come to Inspiration Point. It 
is well named for from its rock summit 
you can see the most of Central Cali- 
fornia. To the west San Francisco bay 
unfolds before vou. often bidden by few 


op«n rich farming and vegetable lands 
to the man who wishes a small ranch and 
•nho has a market of nearly a million 
people within thirty miles of him. Ac- 
cording to ranchers, who own large hold- 
ings of rich land on the route, intensive 
farming will be the future of Contra 
Costa county and the majority of them 
are willing to subdivide their holdings.

Realty Market Is Aided 


By New Development 


Flans for the proposed new Southern 


Pacific Union Station, predicted many 
times, and finally confirmed when the 
drawings were announced, through 
the 


Chamber of Commerce Commercial Club, 
and details of the negotiations were made 
public, hare considerably affected 
the 


realty market, not directly in Oakland, 
but rather across the bay, where possi- 
bilities of the executive 'offices of 
the 


company being moved to this aida have 
caused considerable activity among real- 
ty men. The .announcement was unoffi- 
cially made, through an Interview with a 
high 
Southern' Pacific 
official, that 


should the arrangements for the re-leas- 
ing of the Flood Building not be success- 
ful, the probable result would be 
a 


move to Oakland or the building of a 
Southern Pacific buflding in San Fran- 
cisco. The fact that local business men 
have rallied to guarantee support to the 
Oakland project has opened up a new 
field of negotiation, and the plans, as 
drawn and announced have assumed new 
significance. 


This wefb saw several cver.ts of im- 


portance in the realty market. The com- 
pletion of the Banlon lease arrangements 
spelled a new confidence in the water 
front, when it was definitely settled that 
work on the big shipyards there-would 
be pushed to completion, and the 
an- 


nouncement of the negotiations with the 
Union Fruit Company, which will prob- 
ably make Oakland tbe distribution point 
for tbe coast's tropical fruit market, iras 
another factor bearing directly on the lo- 
cal realty situation. The announcement

It further appeared that th* title to the 


Oakland and Berkeley property was not in 
Mr. Doyle, but in due course of Ume the 
cxchatm was made an agreed, and an 
encumbrance on the Oakland and Berke- 
ley properties for past taxes was paid 
before suit was commenced by tbe 
broker.

"It la manifest." says Justice Burnett 


In the opinion of tbe appellate court, 
"that tbe said agreement in writing is 
sufficient in form to satisfy the require- 
ment of the statute. A 'nqte or memo- 
randum' of the contract is all that is 
required. We have here a definite prom- 
ise to pay the amount of the commission 
and the other terms are either certain 
or can be made certain by referenc* lo 
the situation of the parties. 
"It is true that it required the ex- 


change to be consummated before the 
commission should be payable. But . . 
the evidence shows . . . tha exchange 
was entirely effected. 


"But there Is undoubtedly some merit 


In the objection that said written promise 
to pay the $700 was executed after vir-. 
tually all the services of plaintiff had 
been performed. It Is true that ths deed* 
did not finally pass until the latter part 
of May. but the written agreement of ex- 
change was executed April 2T and the 
services of plaintiff reached then their 
culmination. 


RULE VALID. 


-rWe think, however, that tbe nil* an- 


nounced by the supreme court of Wash- 
ington 
. . . should be recognized as 


valid. Therein It is said: "The moral obli- 
gation to pay for services rendered as a 


'benefit conferred' upon Hho proml»e.r' to 
which the latter wa* 'not lawfully enti- 
tled' and they sMurexIly created 'a moral 
obligation originating iu some benefit con- 
ferred upon the promicer* M well as ia 
'prejudice suffered by the promisee.' 


"In ail extended note . . . ItisKaid: 


The courts, however, should be astute te 
find some means of enabling one to re- 
cover under such circumstance,*, wtxr* 
thent nas not merely th* detriment to 
him. but a positive benefit of a material 
and pecuniary nature to the other part}'; 
and it xeems like flying In the flee ef 
Provident* to reject the opportunity to 
do substantial justice between the par- 
ties, afforded by the subsequent express 
promise.' 


"The motion for a nonsuit . . . was 


based on the fact that at the time the 
trade wan negotiated by Doyle be did not 
uwn the property in Alameda county, but 
It is not apparent what possible diKer- 
ence it could make to appellants sine* th* 
trad* was actually consummated and tl»» 
title to the property vested In them In 
accordance with their said agreement 
with Doyle. 


"We think the judgment should b* af- 


firmed and it Is to ordered."
